ESUAPED BEFORE BOAT 
WENT OVER NIAGARA 


One of Two Men Tells 
Frantic Scene on Dis- 
abled Craft.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., NOW. 
13.—While the Police Chief at 
Chippewa, Ont., last night named 
Harry Bartley, 27 years old, this 
city, as owner of the cabin cruiser 
which yesterday was swept ver 
the Horseshoe Falls, and said that 
the craft had broken from its 
moorings with no one on board, 
Bartley told a different story to- 
day. 

Bartley told newspaper men that 
the boat was owned by Michael 
Nasca, this city, and another man 
and that he and Nasca escaped 
from it, Wednesday night after a 
thrilling experience as the boat 
was carried down through the up- 
per Canadian rapids when it de- 
veloped engine trouble.

The 
flares failed to attract attenticn 
and finally the two men donned 
life preservers and swam to shore. 
The craft caught on a rock an 
its drift to the cataract’s crest was 
halted. In their swim to shore 
they carried a line attached to the 
boat and made _ the line fast on 
shore.

Workers in the compaign of the

I do not 
know what their record Th heavén 
may be, but in their own minds 
they consider themselves among the 
fittest.” 

Believes “Turn Is Coming.” 
Nagel said he did not hold with 
those who fear that contributions 
will be harder to obtain this year 
than last. “I believe the turn in 
present financial conditions is com- 
ing,” he said. “I trust:it will be 
slow, but I believe it is coming and, 
to my mind, there is no better way 
for men to welcome that return 
than to increase their checks so 
that those who have suffered may 
take courage. 

“The public has more complete 
information of conditions than last 
year. st year people were still 
uncertain. This year no .gane, 
honest person does not know that 
within the city, and throughout the 
country, we are confronted with 
an immediate problem.”

The Same But Very Different.

Authorities, who said the whip- 
pings probably were the aftermath 
of a recent unemployment demon- 
stration in which more than 20 
persons were arrested after a brush 
with officers, were investigating to 
learn if others had been seized. 

Walter Hardin, Clarence Sher- 
man and Leo Fortin returned to 
their homes early today bearing 
marks of beatings. It was Hardin 
whe said he heard a woman 
screaming nearby as his captors 
beat him with the butt of a pistol. 
He said he would recognize his as- 
sailants, although they were hoed- 
ed. : 

Mike Stykoff, 38 years old, was

Friend of Victim Declares at 
Inquest Philadelphia De- 
butante’s Brother Struck 
Her Admirer First.

| Testimony was given at an inquest 


today that Edwin H. B. Alien struck 
Francis A. Donaldson III with his 
fist twice before Donaldson struck 
back prior to tne shooting of Don- 
aldson by Allen in the Green Hill 


Farms Hotel last Monday night. 

The tcstimony was gtven by Al- 
bert Gallatin H. Lucas, friend of 
Donaldson, 24-year-old society 
man. Allen was also well known in 
social circles. Lucas, who ac- 
companied Donaldson to the Allen 
apartment in the hotel, was the 
only eye witness of the shooting. 

Allen, whe is 23, was-not present 
at the inquest, nor was his 18-year- 
old sister, Rose E. W. Allen, whose 
affair wit’ Donaldson, her father 
has said, was the underlying cause 
for the killing. ° 

Lucas said it was at his sug- 
gestion that he and Donaldson went 
to the Allen apartment in an ef- 
fort to have Horace Allen, the 
father, take his daughter back to 
his home after young Allen had 
ordered her out. As they entered 
the apartment young Allen jumped 
from a couch and told them to get 
out, Lucas testified. 


Description of Fight. 


“With that Eddie made a pass at 
‘Skinny’—I should say Mr. Don- 
aldson—” said Lucas. “Allen made 
another pass at Donaldson. Then 
there was a sort of scuffle and 
Francis let him have one in the 
mouth. Mr. Allen (the father) got 
up from a chair. I got him from 
the rear, holdimf& his arms down.” 
Lucas said he told the boys to 


stop fighting and when they 
stopped Allen repeated, with an 
oath, that Donaldson get out. 


“That goes for you, too, Lucas,’”’ 
the witness quoted Alien as sayihg. 

Continuing, Lucas testified that 
young Allen left the room and 
summoned hotel help to put Don- 
aldson and Lucas out of the apart- 
ment. They refused to leave when 
asked by hotel employes and Eddie 
Allen said he would summon the 
police. Allen then left, presum- 
ably to carry out his threat to get 
the police. While he was gone, 
Lucas said, Donaldson, the ather 
and himself discussed the matter. 
Donaldson wanted to know why 
the daughter had been turned out 
of the apartment, to which the 
father replied that she was not 
turned out but was visiting friends. 
They told Allen their mission was 
one of peace. 

Met Slayer in Foyer. 

“IT said, ‘Come on, Skinny, we 
might as well go.’” Lucas testified. 
As they left they saw Allen stand- 
ing in the foyer just outside the 
apartment. 
“As I remember it, we never said 
a word,” Lucas went on. “Allen 
had a gun in a carry position,” he 
said. indicating that Allen carried 
the gun with the stock under his 
armpit, the barrel pointing to the 


floor.

Marriages to Unite Most 
Powertul M oslem Houses 


Exchange of Rings Binding Wedlock Under 
Mohammedan Code But Ancient Rites 
Must Be Carried Out. 


By the Associated Press. | 

NICE, France, Nov. 13.—Within 
the dingy palace of Caracel repre- 
sentatives of the exiled Caliph of 
Turkey and the Nizam of Hydera- 
bad yesterday signed marriage con- 
tracts that will link the most pow- 
erful religious and financsa] houses 
of Mohammedanism. 
Prince Azam Jah, oldest son of 
the Nizam and the heir to his fab- 
ulous fortune, was properly affi- 
anced to the Caliph’s daughter, 
Princess Dur Ai Shehvar, and the 
younger son, Mouazam Jah, to Ni- 
loufer Nanin Sultana, the Caliph’s 
niece and great-granddaughter of 
the late Turkish Sultan, Mourad V. 
Amid scenes of Oriental splendor 
six officers of the Nizam’s body- 
guard, carrying jewel-encrusted 
swords and the prospective bride- 
grooms heavily bejeweled and cov- 
ered with flowers, entered the pal- 
ace where the Caliph’s agents wait- 
ed. | 

Hours of palaver ovér the con- 
tracts ensued and when the signa- 
tures finally were appended the 
principals prayed for a half an 
hour, kneeling before full-length 
pictures of their fiancees, who re- 
mained hidden upstairs all the time. 
When the ceremony was complet- 
ed—in which the aged Caliph took 
no part—the entire company then 
descended to the garden to face a 
battery of 40 cameramen. “Wait 
for the brides,” said the master of 
ceremonies, and even the youngest 
Turks were astounded. 
But the Caliph brought the girls 
down before the group of men and 
requested the photographers’ to 
hurry. The news quickly spread 
that the couples had been affianced 
by an exchange of rings and that 
the ceremony constituted binding 
wedlock under the Moslem code. 
They will not live together, how- 
ever, until traditional rites have 
been carried out in Hyderabad. 
They will sail within a month for 
India. 
The contracts show the Nizam’s 
shrewdness in protecting his heir, 
for he gave the Princess Dur Ai 
only $75,000 with the proviso that

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HOOVER DEFENDS CUT 
IN NAVAL ESTIMATES 


No Yard Will Be Abandoned, 
No Combatant Vessel 
Decommissioned. 


Eee 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Presi- 
dent Hoover plans «Oo submit to 
Congress a navy budget ‘for the 
1933 fiscal year calling for $343,- 
000,000. This is $59,000,000 less 
than the department requested 
originally and $15,000,000 less than 
the supply bill passed by the last 
Congress. 

In announcing the proposed cuts 
in expenditures he said they did 
not contemplate abandonment of 6 
single navy yard, decommissionist 
a single combatant vessel, or de- 
creasing the enlisted personnel. 

The method by which reductions 
will be accomplished will not be 
made public -until presented to 
Congress next month. 

“For the expansion of combatant 
ships the program is set up in such 
fashion that $57,000,000 will be ex- 
pended either through appropria- 
tions or from carryovers in the fis- 
cal year beginning the first of next 
July,” Mr. Hoever said. “This is 
an increase from $53,000,000 esti- 
mated expenditure this present 
fiscal year.” 

Increase in Expenditure. 

Mr. Hoover pointed out the 
amount spent on new construction 
had risen steadily from the $25,- 
000,000 used in 1926, $49,872,209 
in 1930. 

“The budget provides for the con- | 
tinued construction of every one of 
the treaty ships authorized by Con- | 
gress except six destroyers,” he | 
continued. “The deferment of these 
six destroyers cut off 11 authorized 
has not only been a measure of 
economy but a policy of maintain- 
ing balanced construction in de- 
strower programs and maintenance 
of evenness of employment in the 
yards. 

“The program proposed under 
this budget will not decrease but 
will slightly increase the total di- 
rect and indirect employment in 
the navy in naval construction in 
the next fiscal year over and above 
that of the present year. The 
tonnage of combatant ships actual- | 
ly in construction by the United 
States today is nearly double that 
of Great Britain and in addition 
we are engaged in the moderniza- 
tion of three battleships. 

Right to Rigid Economy. 

‘These are times when the Amer- 
ican people have a right to rigid 
economy on the part of their Gov- 
ernment. Navy officials have co- 
operated and have taken pride in 
the development of a proper pro- 
gram that would contribute to this 
economy.” 

The President explained that 
navy yards would not be closed de- 
spite the fact that “navy officiais 
are convinced that the products of 
some of these yards could be made 
more cheaply elsewhere.” To close 
them now “would produce undue 
hardship to labor,” he said. 

Among the items not cut, which 
the navy originally offered as sac- 
rifices, are the navy bands and the 
historic frigate Constitution. 

The new Philadelphia hospital 
will be built, said the President, 
but this will be cared for in con- 
junction with the Veterans’ Bureau.

REPUDIATES STORY 
THAT GAVE MAN 23 
YEARS INKLING 


Paper Says Witness Against 
Jesse Lucas at Mt. Carmel 
Ill., Trial Contradicts 
Testimony. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—The Daily 


Times, in a copyrighted article yes- 
terday, published an affidavit by 
one of the principal witnesses in 
the trial of Jesse Lucas at Mt. Car- 
mel, Ill., for the murder of Clyde 
Showalter, charging that the case 
was framed by Richard Conrad and 


two other men, now dead. 

Lucas recently was released on 
parole from Chester prison ‘after 
serving 23 years of a life sentence, 
when George Pond was reported to 
have confessed in Indiana on his 
death bed that he killed Showalter. 
Lucas, now 50 years old, is seeking 
a pardon. 

The affidavit was made by Oma 
Johnson Christian, who took the 
stand during the trial of Lucas and 
supported the story of Conrad that 
they had seen Lucas strike Showal- 
ter down wth a club and, with his 
mother, carry the body to the Wa- 
bash River. She now avers that 
She did not even know Conrad at 
the time of the murder and was 
frightened into the testimony’® by 
Conrad, Sheriff Ben Moore of 
Mount Carmel, and Jacob McCul- 
lop, to whom she was married 
while held in jail for seven months 
as a witness. 

Conrad, who sought release from 
a life term for attacking a 13-year- 
old girl by solving the three-year- 
old Showalter murder, the affidavit 
said, wrote out the framed testi- 
mony and gave it to McCullop, who 
passed it to Oma Johnson's cell on 
a string. Mrs. Christian, brought 
to Chicago from her home in a 
Southern state, said she had per- 
jured herself to escape jail. 

The jury not only convicted Lu- 
cas and his mother, but for some 
time stood 11 to 1 for the death 
penalty.

One prisoner was having such 
a time the officers were obliged to 
handcuff him to the bars of his 
cell before he would stop his ef- 
forts to wreck the jail.

He said he also had been a for- 
mer assistant vice president of the 
Washington, D. C., local of the or- 
ganization, but was “frozen out” 
six months ago because of a $19,- 
000 investment of the union’s 
funds in a bank which closed.

$25,000,000 BURIED 
TREASURE REPORTED 
FOUND IN MEXICO 


German Says He Succeeded in 
20-Year Search for 
King’s Riches. 


By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, 13.— 
Ernesto Loeck, a German who has 
hunted for a treasure in Mexico 
for 20 years, is here making ar- 
rangements with the Government 
for supervision and troops to aid 
him when he breaks open a claim 
in the State of Michoacan he 
thinks is worth $25,000,000. 

The treasure he thinks he has 
found is that of the Tarascan King 
Calzontzin, who disappeared in 
1522 following the Spanish con- 
quest, and who is thought to have 
drowned while fighting the Span- 
iards who subdued Michoacan the 
year after the Mexican conquest 
Only part of the King’s treasure 
was found. 

Loeck began the search in 1909. 
A few months ago he discovered 
the opening of an underground 
passage on the summit of La Bates 
de Oro. The passage was filled 
with debris, and Loeck and a com- 
panion cleared it for a distance of 
nearly 300 feet as they descended 
regularly formed stairs along which 
were inscriptions.

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Satire Is Turned on Bimetallism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
IMETALLISM, according to Theodore 
B Marbureg’s article, published in the 
Post-Dispatch, “spelled dishonor” in 
1896 when advocated by Bryan, an 
enemy of Wall Street, but now, prefixed 
with “international,” its only effect would 
be to increase “the available amount of 
money for the world’s uses.” Funny how 
opinions change according to who stands 
to profit. . 
If inflation is what the world needs 
2 for what ails it, let’s have the price of 
— silver, or some other commodity, boosted 
| and guaranteed by the Governments. It 
would be bully for all who own or mine 
silver. Europe has and can get from 
Asia a lot of silver, which Wall Street, 
will be glad to take in payment of debts 
if the Governments will guarantee its 
value as money. 

But why stop at this move to boost the 
value of bonds? Our farmers, for ex- 
ample, have not much silver or foreign 
bonds. To help them, lét’s have the free 
coinage of wheat, a dollar bill for each 
bushel which the farmers cannot sell for 
over a dollar. Except for its bulkiness, 
wheat can be used just as well as silver 
for the basis of inflated money; and it 
has an offset to this disadvantage in that 
in case of need it can be eaten, whereas 
silver is rather indigestible. And, exactly 
as Mr. Marburg. says was the case in 1873 
in the Latin nations, “no one could lose 
by being compelled to accept.silver (or 

: wheat) because the Governments were 
obliged to give him gold for silver (or 
wheat) at the fixed ratio.” 

Since any old thing can lie in storage 
while its paper representative does the 
circulating, let us help the automobile 
business by permitting the free coihage 
of used automobiles; and other businesses 
will let it be known how they can be 
helped in a similar way. As for the un- 
employed, many will have old clothes or 
furniture that can be coined and, if nec- 
essary, stored, in their possession. But I 
do not think coinage for the unemployed. 
will be necessary, because, with the free 
coinage of other surpluses, an infinite 
market is assured, so there will be work 
for everybody and no unemployment. 

Under this wonderful plan, there will 
always be gobs of money, perhaps so 
much that it won’t be worth much, but 
that would not matter, because it can 
always be redeemed with the surplus 
goods which secure it, or “with gold at 
the fixed ratio.” Is it not strange that

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CLEAN*OUT THE KIDNAPERS. 


have come to a pass in which no citizen from whom 
there is a chance that money may be wrung knows 
when he will be carried off by kidnapers. 

There is but one way in which society can defend 
itself against such a terrifying evil, and that is to 
clean the kidnapers out. Kidnaping in Missouri is 
a capital crime, and unless it is treated with the full 
severity of law the time will soon come when it will 
become a convention. The police have fn their cus- 
tody at least some of the people implicated in the 
Berg kidnaping. If they are successful in their 
praiseworthy pursuit of the rest of the gang, at least 
one nest of kidnapers can be cleaned out. Meanwhile, 
bail should be refused to all those implicated, and 
they should be brought to trial as speedily as pos 
sible. If they are to be admitted to bail, and trial 
is to go through the usual delays, nothing will be 
gained for the security of society. . 

Failure of the criminal laws to function means 
the demoralization of the community. The experi- 
ence of Chicago is a sufficient warning to every city. 
The people of Chicago turned the community over to 
crooked politicians, to corrupt courts, to lackadaisical 
prosecutors and te blackleg lawyers. When Chicago 
woke up, she was the most lawless city in the United 
States. The underworld had taken her over. Not 
until the decent citizenship of Chicago roused itself’ 
in self-defense was any headway made against the 
criminal overlords who had made Chicago infamous. 
The same situation can occur in St. Louis. It would 
probably have occurred long ago had it not been for 
failure of the underworld to capture the local Police 
Department. 

The Police Department deserves evéry possible co- 
operation upon the part of the people. When Judges 
and legislators are elected, the voters must be sure 
that they are to be on the side of a stern justice. 
Every appraisal of the incfedible rise of crime in the 
United States in the post-war period has agreed in lay- 
ing it at the door of our benumbed criminal proced- 
ure. We have too many ways out for the underworld, 
too many ‘crooked lawyers who connive at the defeat 
of justice, too many Judges obligated to powerful 
criminal elements and too many citizens who are iti 
league with the rackets that at last come to kidnap- 
ing, to murder and to terrorization. Business itself 
is not always unrelated to crime. As the Rev. Rein- 
hold Niebuhr pointéd out in one of his Lenten ser- 
mons at our own Christ Church Cathedral last March: 
“The line between crime and business is sometimes 
very thin.” 
There is only one Way out of such a mesg. That 
is to enforce the law. We have a choice between 
making the law mean something and surrendering the 
city to the lawless. Crime has become an industry. 
Thanks to our misguided friends, the prohibitionists, 
the criminal element in all the big cities has abun: 
dant funds with which to make itself effective. It is 
rich and powerful. But it is not more powerful than 
the community. It only seems so bécause the com- 
munity has not been on its guard.

It is a saddening cotmmentary on our 
lawless times when a banker feels he must go armed 
while executing his daily routine, but the pistol 
strapped té this cashier’s waist spoke an embattled 
society's message straight to the underworld. 
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REVIVING THE GIFT TAX. 

An attempt will be made in the next Congress by 
Representative Ramseyer (Rep.): of Iowa to obtain 
passage of a gift tax to prevent evasion of estate and 
inheritance taxes. Ramseyer says the object of the 
latter is to prevent the accumulation of wealth “in 
the hands of thosé who contribute nothing or little 
to its creation,” and that it has become a common 
practice among wealthy persons to assign to benefi- 
ciaries large portions of theif estate before death. 

Such a tax as Mr. Ramseyer proposes was: enact- 
ed in 1924, but, due largély to the insistent opposition 
of Secretary Mellon and the Treasury Department, it 
was repealed by the Revenue Act of 1926. The law 
was retroactive to include the calendar year 
1924, when many gifts were made without knowledge 
they would be taxable, and the gift tax fof that peri- 
od yielded $7,000,000. The yield in the two sub- 
sequent years was considerably less. However, ad- 
vocates of the tax claim its usefulness is not as a 
révenue producer but as a corrective to inheritance 
tax evasion. Mr. Méllon objected to it because it ap- 
plied to corporations, and gifts made to employes 
would be subject to the tax. 

The repealed tax permitted an exemption of $50,- 
000, and assessed rates ranging ffom 1 per cent on 
gifts not to exceed $50,000 up to 35 per cent of gifts 
above $8,000,000 and below. $10,000,000, and 40 per 
cent on gifts above $10,000,000. The rates contem: 
plated by Represéntative Ramséyer are not yet 


In addition to Ramseyer’s advocacy of @ gift tax, 
Senators La Follette and Couzens announced last May 
their intention of pressing for a revival of the meas- 
ure. It will thus have powerful backing in both 
houses, plus, we believe, the support of public opinion.

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FORBIDDING A BAD PRACTICE. 

The power of the Federal Reserve system to check 
future speculative excesses in the stock market will 
be greatly increased if the New York Clearing House 
Association adopts a proposal which is now before 
it to ban brokers’ loans for the account of “others.” 
The last stages of the speculative mania in 1929 were 
financed largely by sources which were beyond the 
control of the banking systems. 

Corporations and private individuals, attracted by 
call loan rates which ran as high as 20 per. cent, 
poured large funds into the market. At their high- 
est point, on Oct. 9, 1929, these loans reached $3,- 
941,000,000 of the total of $6,714,000,000 for all loans 
to brokers reported by New York City banks on that 
date. Such loans are made by groups, who have no 
responsibility for maintaining orderly conditions in 
the money market. They are available in large 
amounts at the peak of a speculative boom, but are 
rapidly withdrawn the moment the market is threat- 
ened. During the last two weeks of Octgber, 1929, 
they wefe reduced by nearly $1,500,000,000. This 
drastic curtailment seriously strained the banking 
mechanism and contributed largely to the sevérity 
of the liquidation which followed. These loans from 
outsiders are now relatively insignificant in volume. 
The time is therefore ripe for the adoption of a rule 
which will forbid members of the New York Cléaring 
Howse to accept funds from non-banking interests for 
employment in loans to brokers. 

Such action, of course, would not entirely excludé 
outside lenders from the call money market, since 
they would still be able to place their funds through 
private banks and non-clearing house institutions. 
But it would bring about a desirable curtailment in 
the facilities for making such loans. By itself, such 
a measure Will not suffice to prevent speculative ex: 
cesses. If the Federal Reserve Board has learned 
anything from its recent tragic experience, it, too, 
will direct its future policy toward the. prevention 
of excessive speculation in securities. By adopting a 
more vigorous discount and open market policy, it 
can do much to prévent the recurrence of the dis- 
astrous inflation which we experiencéd during 1927, 
1928 and 1929. This means that the central banking 
authorities will have to place more emphasis in the 
future on the preservation of market stability, less on 
the control of the international gold flow, the de 
mands of borrowérs in other markets and the consid: 
erations of partisan politics. 
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$0S CHESTNUT STREET. 

Busy downtown passes its doors by day, and by 
night unknowing crowds bound for a burlesque show 
hurry under the corner street light. Its mountain- 
slope filled windows announce that shirts may be 
had inside for.88 cents, suitcases for 98 cents and 
dress trousers for $1. A firm of men’s outfitters— 
that is the 605 Chestnut stteet of today. Turn back 
half a century. The affairs of the St. Louis of the 
late ’70s centered around the already graying court- 
house whose somber walls and towering dome domi- 
nated the scené. Law offices abounded in the build- 
ings roundabout, and one of them was at 505. In the 
fall of 1878, an untried youth of 22 came owt from 
the Harvard Law S¢hool to help James Taussig han- 
dle his growing practice. He was a hard-working 
fellow and promptly was admitted to the State and 
Federal bars. At night, when he went to his room in 
South St. Louis, he carried the heavy tools of his 
trade with him. Today, as another fall lingers around 
the old courthouse, the second oldest Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court looks back on 75 years, 
including eight months at 505 Chestnut street. His 
name is Louis Déembitz Brandeis.

College to join in the protest brought this 
rejoinder; “I have known Mr. Louis D. 
Brandeis for 49 years, and J believe that 
I understand his capacity and his charac- 
ter. He was a distinguished student in 
the Harvard Law School in 1875-78. He 
possessed by nature a kéen intelligence, 
quick and generous sympathies, a remark- 
able capacity for labor and a character in 


which gentleness, joy and courage in com- 


bat were intimately blended. His profes- 
sional career has éxhibited all these quali- 
ties, and with them much practical altruism 
and public &pifit.” 

President Wilson fought for Mr. Bran- 
deis’ confirmatfon, sending Secretary Mce- 
Adoo to Senator after Senator with the 
question: “Are you with the President or 
against him in this mattér which is very 
hear his heart?” The President himself 
gave Out this statement: “I have known 
him, I have téSted him by seéking ‘his ad- 
Vice upon some of the most difficult and 
perplexing public qtiestions about which it 
was necessaty fur me to form a judgment. 
I have dealt with him in matters where nice 
quéstipns of honor and fair play, as well as 
large questions of justice and the public 
benefit, were involved. . . . I have received 
from him counsel singularly enlightened, 
singularly clear-sighted and judicial and, 
above all, full of moral stimulation. He is 


a friend of all just Men and a lover of the . 


right, and he knows more than how to talk 
about @he right—-he knows how to set it 
forward in the face of its enemies...” 

In June, 1916, Justice Brandeis took his 
oath of office on the supreme bench. And 
thereafter began the long line of decisions 
in which his passion for public justice, for 
a chance fort the small man in danger of 
being dOwnttodden by great powers, has 
been translated into the legal &tructure of 
the nation.

Almost 40 years 
ago, when they were engaged to be mar- 
ried, she accepted his ideal of living far 
within the seale which his professional in- 
come would allow, keeping their lives free 
as nO lives Gan be free which are pinched 
for money, and leaving plenty available for 
their public interests. 

His abstemious habits have grown On 
him. But he spends money freely for what 
he thinks worth while, and he is known to 
havé polired it out like water in behalf of 
furthering some cause that he made his 
own. A few old woolen suits and sweaters, 
a warm cornef in Which to rest, u great 
store of books and, until recently. a canoe 
and a reach of water on which for many 
years it Was his delight to paddle—these 
have been his only requisites for holidays. 

Justice Brandeis’ mind in his seventy- 
fifth year was hever more swift and more 
sure. His conversation ranges from the 
times of Classic history, of trade routes and 
the sources of food supply of Egypt. Rhodes 
and Attica; down to the affairs of today, 
when it is grappling with the newest prob- 
lems of these new and revolutionary times. 

He has always been an immense worker. 
But when the day's work is done, it is 
done. Only the véry rarest circumstances 
ever enticed him into an evening confer- 
ence. It has been his habit to rise at 6 or 
6 o’clock, and even in the summer to put 
in some hours of hard thinking and Writing 
before he joined his wife for a paddle across 
the wide reaches of the bay or, latterly, for 
a walk on the moors,

Democracy will have to depend 
on its higher economic classes as a 
reservoir for intelligent leadershfp, 
Albert Edward Wiggam, an au- 
thor, said today at a session of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion at the Coliseum. 

Wiggam spoke on a program 
with Harold R. Peat, another au- 
thor twidely known as ‘Private 
Peat.” Wiggam, who is author of 
“The Marks of an Educated Man” 
and “Sorry, But You’re Wrong 
About It,” spoke on “What Civili- 
zation Is Doing to Us” and Peat on 
“The Inexcusable Lie.” 

“The optimist, who is a man who 
thinks you can make silk purses 
out of sow’s ears by deep breath- 
ing and getting in tune with the 
infinite, says that genius comes 
mainly from the lower classes,” 
Wiggam said. “Itis a beautiful 
theory and very comforting to 
those who imagine you can manu- 
facture genius to order or that the 
less successful economic classes are 
the chief reservoir of the nation’s 
brains, 

“Many great men have come up 
from the ranks, but they do not 
come fast enough to supply the de- 
mand. In fact, in searching for 
brilliant children in California, 
Stanford Upiversity found one child 
prodigy out of every 30 children in 
sections made up of successful bus- 
iness and profesisonal people and 
only one child prodigy in every 
200 or 300 children in_ sections 
made up of skilled mechanics and 
semi-skilled workers. It is almost 
tragic to relate that not a single 
unskilled laborer in all Southern 
California, of which there are at 
least 100,000 among the population 
, Surveyed, furnished a single child 
‘ of extraordinarily high intelligence. 

Effect of Democracy. 

“Democracy, just because it did 
give the common man opportunity 
to rise, has drawn the-~ablest and 
most worthy members of these 
classes into the higher ranks. Then 
they ceased having children. Unless 
democracy can devise medsures, 
ideals, education, economic pro- 
procedure and political arrange- 
ments to overcome this tendency, it 
seems evident that a free economic 
society such as ours sets the stage 
'for its own decline.” 

Wiggam said that he believed 
America would have “too much 
science and too much common 
sense and intelligence to perish by 
our own biological folly. 

“The big thing,” he said, “is to 
encourage the healthier people with 
good, sound bodies and minds to 
marry early and have three or four 
good, healthy children.” 

Peat, in his address, urged that 
the world should be taught that 
“the heroes were not all of the 
war” and that great suffering oc- 
casioned by the war should be por- 
trayed as well. 

“The monuments to great gen- 
erals and admirals and others tak- 
ing part in the conflict are all 
right,” Peat said, “but if I had my 
say about it I would go to these 
countries and secure the worst of 
the wrecks of humanity that came 
from the war and take them before 
every school class in the world and 
let them gaze upon them.”

She has experimented with sev- 

eral dressings for the turkey, using 
them in chicken or stuffed meat 
dishes. Instead of the usual cran- 
berry jelly or cranberry sauce, she 
intends to serve the berry in a 
cocktail which she has used with 
great success. Recipes for dress- 
ings and cocktail given below. 
And instead of serving one or two 
vegetables and also a salad, she 
will unite all in a jellied cooked 
vegetable salad, which is a nice 
combination and saves trouble and 
extra service. 

Here is how she makes the salad: 
Soak two tablespoons gelatine in 
one cup cold water. Put one cup td- 
mato juice, one cup weak vinegar, 
three onion slices, one-quarter cup 
cut-up celery and one-quarter bay- 
leaf in a saucepan with one-half 
cup water, and let simmer 10 min- 
utes.

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OYSTER RECIPES 10 
BREAK SOUP MONOTONY 


Sandwiches and Mushroom 
Combination Are Deli- 
cious Changes. 


There was a time, not long ago, 
when we ate oysters, usually in 
soup, because we liked their flavor 
and with no thought of their food 
value. Modern nutrition workers: 
found that they were an excellent 
source of some of the minerals 
needed by the body, such as phos- 
phorus, Hime and iron; that they 
possessed some of vitamins A and 
B: and that there was a definite re- 
lation between the halance of 
iodine in the system and the work- 
ings of the thyroid gland, and that 
oysters contained a relatively large 
amount of iodine. All these facts 
make oysters rank high im our Jist 
of valuable foods.~ 
Since they lack carbohydrates 
and fats, they should be combined } 
with them when used to form the 
main part of a meal—this explains 
why scalloped oysters, which con- 
tain liberal quantities of bread or 
cracker -crumhs and butter, taste 
so good. Fried oysters combine’ 
starch, or carbohydrates, and fat 
in another pepular manner, while 
creamed oysters on toaét supply’ ali 
the nutritive qualities necessary for 
a meal, 

Oysters require very little cook- 
ing, and if they are evercooked 
they not only lose some of their 
flavor but become rather indigesti- 
ble. 


Oyster Sandwiches. 

Hot oyster sandwiches are a fine 
luncheon dish. Buy one dozen large 
oysters, drain them and then dip 
each one in fine, dry bread crumbs. 
Beat ane egg yolk and add one tea- 
spoon cold water. Dip the crumbed 
oysters in this and then in anoth- 
er lot of crumbs. Let stand for at 
least half an hour, then saute in a 
little hot fat in a frying pan until 
well browned. Have ready four 
large slices of toast, butter each 
lightly, place lettuce leaves on two 
slices and cover'with a liberal serv-

Apples Are Luscious When 
Cooked in Rich Pastry and 
Served With Spicy Dressing 


Apple dumplings are onc of the 
desserts a man never refuses, and 
here is a recipe which should make 
him appreciate home cookery more 
than ever, 

Rub one pound brown sugar and 
one-fourth pound butter together, 
add one level teaspoon ‘cinnamon, 
Make a rich pastry of one quart 
flour, one tablespoon of white 
sugar and one tablespoon of salt 
sifted together, add two cups of 
butter and one-half cup lard, and 
one cup of ice water, more water. if 
needed, Pare and core apples, fill 
the place from which the core 
was taken with some of the butter, 
sugar and connamon mixture. Roll 
the pastry in thin sheets, cut prop- 
er size for dumplings, fill with 
apples and gather the pastry 
around the apples. 

Cover the bottom of the baking 
pan with a thin layer of the butter, 
sugar and cinnamon, place the 
dumplings on the sauce until the 
bottom of the pan is covered with 
dumplings, then pour in the side of 
the pan one cup of water. Put pan 
in a moderate oven, bake until the 
}apples are done, and the dumplings 
are a delicate brown, which will 
be in about 40 minutes, the pan 
covered -the first 20 minutes. ' 

Sauce for Dumplings. 

Rub four cups of brown sugar 
and one cup of butter, add two 
pints boiling water, slowly, then 
two or three pieces of cinnamon 
bark, boil until it is a rich, thick 
syrup. Remove cinnamon bark 
and pour over the dumplings when 
served. This should make 12 
dumplings.

Big Ten Teams E Expect 
To Raise $750,000 Fund.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—A fund of 
$750,000 is the amount Western 
Conference universities hope to 
raise for charity by playing five 
post-season football games a week 
from Saturday.

He showed me a single-spaced 
typewritten list of questions cover- 
ing three long pages in several 
shades of ink, on. more or less ab- 
struse points in religion, science, 
heredity and personal problems, 
couched in involved phraseology by 
a man who proclaimed himself 
“like the great Thomas Alva Kdi- 
s0n, a telegrapher.” Nor was the 
writer backward either about de- 
manding replies only in-case they 
should be detailed, complete and 
conclusive. 

“That man has something on his 
mind,” observed the Doctor. ‘It is 
going to take some digging to get 
at the gist of his remarks, the point 
of comprehension. 

“But as a rule the questions can 
be sorted and classified into about 
four divisions, 40 per cent are re- 
ligious, 20 per cent domestic mrob- 
lems, 20 per cent économic, and 
the Other 20 per cent general sub- 
jects. 

“It is odd,”” he continued, “that 
sO many people are interested in re- 
ligion, seem to have a hunger for 
some explanation of the life that 
lies beyond this thin veil of human 
flesh and yet that it is so hard to 
get our churches filled. Our Cath- 
Olic brethren do it better, the rea- 
son being that Catholics are accus- 
tomed to accept authority. It is 
an overplusage of individuality 
that accounts for skepticism. for 
unsatisfied religious hunger, for our 
bootleg religions. I do not mean 
to say that individuality is a liabil- 
ity. It is an asset, a force which 
tends toward lifting the average in- 
telligence. But there is the indica- 
tion that we need iteadership. We 
pride ourselves upon our democ- 
racy, but we need leadership, nev- 
ertheless.’’ 

Asked how he accomplished his 
daily néwspaper column amidst the 
multiplicity of duties which must 
occupy him as pastor of the Central 
Congregational Church of Brooklyn 
and president of the Federated 
Council of Churches of Christ of 
America, he said it was a mere 
matter of concentration. ‘Settle 
down to the matter in hand, work 
hard and steadily at it, and what 
seemed to be an overwhelming task 
in the beginning turns out to be a 
surprise that you could have ac- 
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bother with questions that are so 
obvious. I reply, they were not 
obvious to the men who wrote 
them. I am interested in instruct- 
ing those who do not not know, not 
those who are already learned. You 
get too far ahead with the salt and 
the sheep cannot smell it. 

“Moreover, the concerns of the 
plain, honest, sincere, hard-work- 
ing farmer or laborer or clerk are 
more important than the concerns 
of the merely clever. There is no 
bigger devil on earth than your 
clever man without a conscience. 
He may be clever, too, without any 
of the hardheaded common Sense 
of his unlettered fellow. Of the so- 
called monkey trial at Dayton, 
Tenn., I said at the time, the inter- 
ests and opinions of those hillbilly 
farmers are more important than 
those of all the erudite scribblers 
who were having so much fun re- 
porting it. We can get along with- 
out the scribblers, but without the 
products of the soil and the pro- 
ducers thereof we in the cities 
would all starve to death.”’ 

Since he was in St. Louis to ad- 
dress a convention of educators he 
cautioned me not to put him in the 
light of being too critical of edu- 
vational systems. “But the truth

are too unevenly distributed. Some 
educational institutidns are too cx- 
pensively run, while others are 
starving. Some educational institu- 
tions have too much money, too 
many .students, too much of every- 
thing. 

“All vice, it has been said, is an 
excess of virtue. You may become 
so cautious that you are timid, so 
courageous that you are rash, 80 
thrifty that you are mean, so gen- 
erous that you are prodigal. Pro- 
portion isthe thing. The ideal of the 
Greeks was symmetry. It remains 
true of all things. A man may 
have so much faith that it borders 
On superstition, another. so much 
scepticism that it borders on ig- 
norance. Moderation, proportian, 
symmetry, even distribution and 
balance, there is your solution.” 


He is a Congregational minister 
yet he referred to Dr. Ivan Lee 
Holt, a Methodist, and the late Dr. 
Bitting, Baptist minister, as his 
good friends here. 


“Denomination doesn’t mean any- 
thing,’’ he commented, “or the time 
will come when it means nothing. 
The general drift of the churches 
is toward unity.

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A man of definite beliefs, he is 
still willing to compromise to bring 
about desired ends.

Mental Hygiene. 


N a number of diseases thera 

has been witnessed during th 

last quarter of a century a co, 
stant rise in the number of ra, 
of cases and deaths. 

A portion of this rise may be a:. 
tributed to better diagnoses, better 
reporting, and better public hea}: 
bogkkeeping. . 

There is little doubt, for exam. 
ple, that some of the statisticaj)y 
increased prevalence of cancer ¥ 
due to the fact that nowadays we 
diagnose and report as cancer 
that formerly 
missed. 

But this doesn’t explain away thao 
entire increase in prevalence yw: 
nessed in a number of diseases 

A certain portion of the mount. 
ing numbers actually represents an 
increase in the amount of the dic. 
ease. Such is without doubt tha 
case in insanity. 

There are in the United States 
no fewer than 275,000 persons com. 
mitted to hospitals for the insan, 
and an equal number of th: same 
persons free in the community. 

Fifty thousand feeble-minded an- 
nually are cared for in public j; 
stitutions, and several times thi. 
number of feeble-minded are to ja 
found outside of institutions. wirh- 
Out any special form of care. 

In & survey made in Cincinnati 
it was found that two out of every 
three children brought into the 
juvenile court were afflicted with 
mental disorders. 

Seventy-five per cent of jail in-

mates were found to be mentaliv 
abnormal. Thirteen out of everv 
100 school children were not in 


normal mental Health. 

While the number of those 
frankly insane is appallingly im- 
préssive, we must consider also the 
much larger number of persons 
whose sanity is only relative. 

Persons in this group suffer fromm 
emotional, intellectual, and person- 
ality disabilities which render them 
inefficient, unreliable, anti-social. 
and an economic and social burden 
to the community. 

Taken in its entirety the mental 
hygiene problem is probably the 
most serious of the puBlic health 
questions with which we are faced 
today.
